the foile, that fo they might liue and profper vnder our clymat, a s in their nattue 
and proper countrey : what my fucceffe hath beene,and what my lufniture is, I 
leaue to the report of they that haue feene your Lordfhips gardens, and the lit- 
tle plot of myne owne efpeciall care and husbandry. But becaufe gardens are 
priuat,and many times finding an ignorant or a negligent fucceflbt,come foone 
toiuitte,therebethathauefollicitedme^rft by my pcn,and after by thePrefle 
to make my labors common,and to free them from the danger wherunto a gar- 
den is fubjeft: wherein when I was ouercome,and had brought thisHiftory or 
report of the nature of P lants to a juft volume, and bad made it (as the Reader 
Way by comparifon fee)richer than former Herbal s,I found it no queftion vnto 
whom I might dedicate my iaborsjfor confidcring your good Lordfhip,I found 
none of whofefauour and goodnes I might foonerprefume,(eeing I haue found 
youeuer my very good Lord and Matter. Againe,confidering my duty and your 
Honors merits, to whom may I better recommend my Labors,tnan to him vnto 
whom I owe my felfe,andall thatlamable in your feruiccor deuotionto per- 
forme ? Therefore vnder hope of your Honorable and accuftomed fauor I pre- 
fentthisHerball to your Lordfhips protection ; and not as an exquifite Worke 
(for I know my meannefTe)but as the greateft gift and chicfeft argument of duty 
that my labour and feruice can affoorchwherot if there be no other fruit,yet this 
is of fome vfe, that I haue miniftred Matter for Men of riper wits and deeper 
judgements to poliCh,and to adde to my large additions where any thing is de- 
fease, that in time the Worke may be perfect. Thus I humbly take my leaue, 
fcefceching God to grant you yet many daies to Hue to his glory ,to the fupport of 
this State vnder her Majeftie our dread Soueraigne,and that with great increafe 
of honor in this world,and all fulnefle of glory in tie world to come.

I motk^ Prince amongft the Philofophers,writing in his Me- 
taphyficks of ttie nature of mankind,faith,that man is natural- 
ly inclined and defirous of fcience. The which fentcnce doth 
1 teach ys,that all creatures (being vertuoufly giuen )doe ftr iue 
, to attain to perfe<aion,and draw neere in what they can to the 
^w^*ws^ Creator; and this knowledge is one of the principal! parts 
which doth conceme the perfection of vnderftanding: for of the fame doth fol- 
low, that all fuch are generally inclined to know the meanes by the which they 
may conferue their life,hcalth,and reputation. And although it be neceffary for 
man to learn and know all fciences,yet neuerthelefle the knowledge of natural! 
philofophie ought to be preferred, as being the moft neceflary • and moreouer, 
it doth bring with it a lingular pleafure and contentment. The hrft inuentor of 
this knowfed^e. wasCfitron the CeotauK,of great renowne^nnc to Satwne and 
pbitiyreimd. others fay that it was inuented of ApoBoi& others of Efculape his fon; 
eftecming that fo excellent a fcience could neuer proceed but from the gods im- 
mortall, and that itwasimpolTibleforman tofindeout thenature of P lants, if 
the great worke^which is God,had notfirft inftru&ed and taught him. For, as 
Pliny faith,if any think that thefe things haue bin inuented by man,hc is vngrate- 
full for the woikcs of Gpd. The firft that we can learne of among the Greeks that 
haue diligently written of herbes, haue bin Orpheus ,M»/*«<f,and H^b^hauing 
bin taught by the >£gyptians:thcn Pythagoras of great renown for his wifdomc, 
which did write bookes of the nature of Plants,and did acknowledge to learne 
the fame irqm Apollo and Efculape. Democrile alfo did compofe bookes of Plants, 
hauing firft trauelled ouer all Perfia, Arabia, Ethiopia, and Egypt. Many other 
excellent fpirits haue taken great pleafure in this fcience, which to accomplifh 
haue hazarded their liues in pafllng many vuknowne region s,to learne the true 
knowledge ofEOebonisjnd other Medicaments: of which number were Bippo^ 
cram ) CrnteM } Aripple ? Tbeophrafl 3 DioclesC^ 

pbJcoridesfiaieitjPlinyjnd many others,which I leaue to naroe,fearing to be too 
long. And if I may fpeake without partiality of the Author of this book, his great 
paines, his no lefle expenfes in trauclling far and neere for the attaining of hi? 
skill haue bin extraordinary. F Q r he was neuer content with the knowledge of 
thofe firopleswhichgrowin thofe parts, but ypon his proper coft and charges

hath taken fo much paines for his countrey,infetting out a Booke, that to this 
day, neuer any in what language foeuer did the like . ? Firft, for correcting their 
faults in fo many hundred places, being falfly named, miftaken the one for the 
other i and then the pictures of a great number of plants now newly cut.If this 
man had taken this paines in Italy and Germany where Motfbiobts did write, he 
fliould haue fped as well as he did : For(faith he)l had fo great a defire euer to fi- 
nifh my Book, that I neuer regarded any thing in refpeft of the publicjue good, 
not fo much as to think how I fhould finifh fo great a charge, which I had neuer 
carried out,butthat byGodsftirringyp of the renowned Emperour Ferdinand) 
of famous memorie, and the excellent Princes had not helped mee with great 
fums of money ,fo that the common wealth may fay, That this bleffing doth ra- 
ther proceed of them than from me. There haue beene alfo other Princes of Al- 
main,which haue been liberal in the preferring of this Book,and the moft excel- 
lent Ele&or of the Empire the Duke ot Saxony ,which fent me by his Poft mucfr 
vwony toward my charges •. the (tbetalitie of the which, & theit magnificence to - 
ward me I cannot commend fufficiently. They which followed in their iiberair- 
tie were the excellent Fredericke Count Palatine of the Rhine, and the excellent 
Joachim Marques of Bran deburg, which much fupplied my wants: and the like 
did the reuerend Cardinal and Prince of Trent, and the Excellent Af chhiftiop 
of Saltzperg.the ExcellentDukes of Bauare and Cleues,the duke of Megapolen-. 
cis. Prince of Vanda lis, the State Republique of Noremberg, theliberalitieof 
whom ought to be celebrated for euer: and it doth much reioyce me that 1 had 
the help and reward of Emperors,Kings,Ele<3drs of the Roman Empire, Arch- 
dukes, Cardinalls,Bifhops, Dukes and Princes, for it giyeth more credit to our 
Laborsthatany thing that can be faid. Thus far Matthiolifs his owne writing of 
the libqralitieof P rinces towards him. What age do we Hue inhere that wiifuf- 
fer aH venue to go vnrewarded?Mafter §w<»tfhath taken more pains than euer 
Malthiolus did in his Commentaries, arid hath corrected a number of faults that 
he pafled oner ; and I dare a&irme (in reference be it fpoken to that Excellent 
man) that Mafter (jerrard doth know a great number of Simples that were not 
knownein his time :and yet I doubt whether he (hall tafte of the liberalitie of 
either Prince, Duke, Earle, Bifhop, or publicjue Eftate Let a man eXcell neuer 
fo much in any excel lent knowledge, neuertheles many time* he is not fo much 
regarded as a letter,* Boafter,a Qiiackfalucr or Mountebanke:; for fuchkinde o£ 
men can flatter, diflemble, make of trifles great matters, in praifing of this 
rare fecret,or that excellent fpjrit,or this Elixer or Qoiritcflence $ 
which when it thall come to the t rial 1, nothing 
fhali be found but boatting words.

of many Manufcripts,of whofe imperfeaions he much complains, and I think not with- 
out caufc. After this.Gdriel Humelbergiusot Rauenfpurge in Geimany fet it forth with 
a Comment vpon it,who alfo complaines of the imperfeaions of his copies,and thinkes 
the Worke not perfect.

the order of the Arabick Alphabet. "\ 

In or after the times of the Arabians,vritill about the yere 140 o,thcre were diuers ob- 
fcure and barbarous writers,whoby fight knew little whereof they writ,but toakebut of 
the Greeks, Arabians,and one another, all that they writ, giuing commonly rudetfgures, 
fcldome fetting down any defcriptions. I will only name the chiefe of them that I haue 
feen,and as neere as I can gueffe,in that order that one of them fucceeded another:for the 
particular times of their liuing is fomewhat difficult to be found out. One of theantien- 
ifotbrr. tc ft °f tnem ^ cems co b c Ifidore.-xhtn Platearivs, whofe work is alphabetical, and intituled 
Tkieariu.'. circa injlans. The ncuMAtt /jam W/««,wbo flourifhed about the yeare iji^hiswork 
tartboi. Angt. is called lW«7*.A little after him was Bartholomtus >tf»£/»r, whole Works (asthatof 
Ifodsre^d moft of the reft of thofe times) treat of diucrs other things befides Plants, as 
Beafts,Birds,Fifhes,&:c. His worke is called Be preprietatibus rcrum : the Authors' name 
was Bartbolmw G/<i3<w//,vvho was defended of the noble family of the Earle* of Suffolk, 
and he writ th is Work in Edw. the thirds time,about An. Bom. 1397. A fter all thefe,and 
n*rtv faint, much like tbem.is the Hbrtui fimt at is, whofe Author I know not. But to Ieaue thefe ob. 

fcure men and their writingsjet me reckon fome of later time.who with much more lear- 
ning and iudgement haue endeauored to illuftratc this part of Phyficke. 

About fome 200 years ago learning again beginning to rlqurim,diuers began to leaue 
and loath the confufed and barbarous writings of the midd le time?,and to haue recourie 
to the Antients , from whence .together with puritie of Language they might acquire a 
more certain knowledge of the things treated of,which was wanting in the other. One of 
Hnmi. Mb. tilc ^at tookc pains inthiskinde was Htmtlaus Barbarus Patriarch of Aquileia,who 
notOnely tranflated Z^w^butwrita Commentary vpon him in fiuebookes, which 
he calls his CorelLrium. In this Work he hath fliewed himfelfe both iuditious and lear- 
ned. 

virtjnrt. After him Mamllus Virgilius Secretary to the Stateof Florence,* man of no leffe lear- 
ning and Iudgement than the former, fet forth BMcorides in Greeke and Latine, with a 
Commehtvponhim.

1 6 figures • alfo they were fet forth in Ociavo y the hiftorie firft, with, 
al the figures by thcmfelttes together at the end,with the Latine and high Dutch names. 

About this time and a little after flourifhed Conrade Gefnerp Germane phyfitian alfo, mr*4t Gtf- 
who fet forth diuers things of this nature,but yet liued not to finifli the great and general 3 * r " 
Work of plants>which he for many yeres intended,and about which he had takena great 
deale of pains,as may be gathered by his Epiftles. He was a very learned,painfull,honeft, 
and iuditious writer,as may appeare by his many & great wotks,wbereof thofe of Plants 
was firft a briefe alphabetical! hiftory of plants without figures,gatheredoutof Diofcori- 
desfrhtophtaftuiflin^&c. with thevertues briefly,and forthe moft part taken out of Pau- 
hi *%/»tf<i,with their names in Greek and French put in the margent. This was printed 
at Venice, r 54r,in a fmaii form. He fet forth a catalogue of plants in LatioejGreek,bigh 
D utch and French printed at Zurich 3 i542.AlfoanoFhcrtraft2>e£»»4fy/^ notlnlucen. 
tibm cum m'ontUfracTi^i'vt Pi htt Lucernatum dcfcriftiow,Ann. i 5 5 2 . in quarto. He alfo let 
forth the foure books of Valerius c<7^/(whodied in his time)and his Syhaobfervationum 
in Strausburgh, 1 56r, in fol. and to thefe he added a Catalogue of the Germane gardens, 
with anappendix and C#™//*r/«w to Ctfr^w his hift^ 
pumcollettiomjN2L% fet forth at ZimchbyWolphius,An.i^y,mOcJavo. 

Atthe fame time liued ^wZtf«/Vfr«/aphylitianofFrankford,whofenaturalhi<tory i «»«* r »- 
was there printed,^ .1551. and the firft part thereof is of plants,and foure years after he 
addedanothe r part thcreto,trearingalfoof plants. I find no general method obferuedby 
hirmbut his particular method v fually is this ; firft he giues the figure,then the names in 
Latine and Dutch,then the tcmperature,&cas in Tragus, from whom and Cordus he bor- 
rowes the moft part of his firft tome,as he doth the fecond from Matth. & Amat Lufttams. 

In his time the Italian phyfitian Petrus Andreas Matthiolus fet forth his Commentaries p - ? in < l > M**: 
vpon Diefioridesfad in Latine,with 9 17 large and very faire figures, and then afterwards ' ;tMS ' 
in Latine at Venice.w ith the fame figures,^. 1 f 58. After this he fet forth his epitome 
in quarto i viiih9ii fmaller figures. Now thefe his Commentaries are very Iarge,andhee 
hath in them deliuercd the hiftory of many plants not mentioned by Ditfccrides : but he 
is iuftly reprehended by fome.for thatheeuery where taxes & notes other writers,when 
he himfelfe runs into many errors, & fome of them wilful! onesjas when he giues figures 
framed by his own fancie, as that of Dracontiummajui i RhabArbarum > &caxi& falfified other 
fome in part,the better to make them agree with Ditfw.his defcription,as when hee pi- 
ctures Arbor lud.t with prickles, and giues it for the true Jcatia: and hee oft times giues 
bare figures without defcriptton of his owne,but faith it is that defcribed by Diofeoridts. 
Nullis recUmamibus not is , for which the Authors of the Adverfaria much declaim againft 
him. It had bin fit for him,or any one that takes fuch a worke in hand.to haue (hewed by 
defcribing the plant he giues,and conferring it with the defcription of his Autbour.that 
there is not any one note wanting in the defcription, vertucs, or other particulars which 
his Author fets down ; and if he can (hew that his is fuch, then will the contrary opini- 
ons of all others fall of themfelues,and need no confutation; 

\jtmatus Lufitanus alfo about the fame time fet forth Commentaries vpon Diofcoridef, Apumirftk 
adding the names in diuers !anguages,but without figures,at Strausburgh, jf»».i554,in 
£iuru. He dilTented ffom Matthiolus in many thihgSi whereupon <Matthiolusm\t an A- 
pologie againft him.Hehath performed no great matter ia hisenarrations vvon Diofttri- 
des.but was an author of the honefty of dkattbiiks ; fdr as the one deceiued the World 
with counterfeit figures, fo the other by feined cures to ftrengthen his opinion , as Crate 
i udged of his Cumiones Htdmnaks (another Worke of his) which he tmnkes/tf/wjtefc

Rembertus Dodonms,* Phyfitian born at Mechlin in Brabant, about thiytime began to t^^ni 
write of Plants. Hee firft fet forth an hiftory intfutcb,Whichby Clufius vm turned into 
Frencb,with fome additions,^, ij^ov 1 And ^^thiswas tranflated but of French into Engi 
lifhby M r Htrtry Lyte^nd fet forth wirn figures, Anrt. Horn. 1578. and diuers times finoe 
printedjbut without figures'* Irt the yearellt^ l, jWdohius fet forth in Latine his Priigum 
hifiwikjuA within a whild'ifter^is Florm jurzAriiiumft deltter 'torum hifitri*. And after- 
wards he put them all togethe^his former an^ thofe his later Wbrks,and diuided them 
into jo books,and fet them forthwith ^65 f%urd*,in/*/. 'Mn'm. Thiscdition was 
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alfo tranflated int o Englifh, which became the f oundationofthis^ , as I 

ihall (hem hereafter. It bath finccbeen printed lHTanreTwitluhc add itionof fome few 
new figures i and of late in Dutch, ^inn.16 i$,with the addition of the fame figures,and 
moft of thefe in the Bxoticks of Clufiusy and great ftore of orher additions. His generall

In the yeare 1 5 yo^eter Pena and Matthiai Lobeldid here at London fet forth a Workc 
Mtuh.iebih j nt j tu j e( j stirfmm Adversaria nova 3 the chief end and intention wherof being to find out 
the Materia medica of the Antients. The generallmethod is the fame withthat of our 
Authocwhicb is,putting things together as they banc moft refemblance one with ano- 
ther in external forme,beginning with GraiTeSjComes, &c. They giue few figures,but 
fomtimes refer you to Fucbfw,Dodon. & Mattbiolusfrut where the figures war nor gi'uen 
by former Authors,then they commonly giue it ; yet moft of thefe figures are very fmall 
ancbnperfe&,by realbn(as I conjedure)tbey were taken from dried plants. In this work 
they infill little vpon the vertucs of plants^ut fuccinftly handle Controuerfies,and giue 
their opinions of plants,togetber with their defcriptions and namcs.which fomtimesare 
inall thefe languages, GreekjLatincFrenchJiigh & low Dutch,and Engliftvothcrwhile 
m but one or two of them. Some writers for this Work call them Docltfimi Linrti . vet 
neither of them were born here,for i\s/*(as I take it)was a French man 3 and Lebdwn born 
at Ry iTelc in FJanders,yet lined moft part of his later time in this kingdom and here alfo 
ended his daies. In the yeare 157* he fet forth his Obferuations, and ioymed themwitlr 
the ^dverfarta,by them two tomake one entire work : for in his Obferuations he giues 
moft part of the figures and vertues belonging to thofe herbs formerly defcribed only in 
they^ ana to thefe alfo addes fome new ones not mentioned in the former worke 
After which he fet forrhan Herbal in Dutch.wherein he comprehended all thofe plants" 
thatwete in the : two former Worked added diuers other to them, the Worke coma 
nmg fome 2 11 6 figures,whieh were printed afterward in a longift form wit the S 
names and references to the Latine &Dutch books. After all imJiLo2*1„?^

N this Hiflorie of Plants it would be tedious, : 

to vfe by way of introduction any curious difcourfe vpon the 
generall diuifion of Plants, contained in Latine vnderu^r&v, 
TrutexJuftutcxfitrbA : or to fpeake of the differing names of 
their feuerall parts, more in Latine than our vulgar tongue can 
well exprefle. Or to go about to teach thee, or rather to be- 
guile thee by the fmell or tafte, to ghefle at the temperature of 
Plants : when asallandeuery of tbefe in their place fliallhaua 
their true face and note,wbereby thou roayft both know and vie. 
them. 

In threebookes therefore,as in three gardens, all our Plant * 
are beftowed j forted as neere as might be in kindred and neig* - 
bourhood. 

The firftbooke hath Graffes,Ruflies s Corne, Reeds, Flags, Bulbous or Onion-rooted Plants. 

The fecond, moft forts of Herbs vfed for meat, medicine,or fweet fmell.

And thus bauing giuen thee a generall view of this Garden, now with our friendly Labors wee 
will accdmpanic thee and leade thee through a Grafle-plot, little or nothing of many Herbari its 
heretofore touched ; and begin with the moft common or beft knowne Grafle, which is called in 
Latine Cr&mcn Praterfe and then by little and little condua thee through moft pleafant gardens 
and other delightfiill places where any HcrbeorPlantmaybe found fit fornicator Medicine.

They cut them in fmall pieces, and put them into a trough made of one whole tree wherein thev 
putagreatftonem manner ofamiII-ftone,whereuntotheytieagorfe,bufHe or fome other beaft 
which draweth it round : in which trough they put thofftpicces of Canes, and focruft and grind 
them as we doe the barkes of trees for Tanners, or apples for Cyder. But in fome places they vfe 
a great wheele wherein flaues doe tread and walke as dogs do in turning the fpic : and fome others 
doe feed as it were the bottomeof the faid wheele, wherein are fome ftiarpe or hard things which 
doecutand crufli the Canes into powder. And fome likewife haue found the inuention to turne 
the wheele with water works, as we doe our Iron mills. The Canes being thus brought intoduft 
or powdcr.they put them into great cauldrons with a little water, where they boile vntill there be 
nomorefweetneiTeleftin thecrulhed reeds. Then doe they ftraine them through mats or fuch 
like things, and put the liquor to boile againe vnto the confidence of hony, which being cold 
is like vnto fand both in ("hew and handling, but fomewhat fofter . and fo afterwards it is carried 
into all parts of Europe, where it is by the Sugar Bakers artificially purged and refined to thac 
wh iteneiTe as we fee.

About thirty yeares paft or more, 
anhoneftand expert Apothecarie William :p«« } tofatisfiemydcfire,fentmefrom Antwerpe to 
T.ondon the pitfure of Ginger,which he held to be truly and liuely drawne. I my felfe gaue him 
credit eafily,becaufe I was not ignorant, that there had beene often Ginger roots brought greene, 
new and fuil'of juice,from the Indies to Antwerp: and further,that the fame had budded & grown 
in the faid Dries garden , But not many yeares after I perceiued, that the pi&ure which was fent 
me by my friend was a counterfeit , and before that time had been drawne and fet forth by an old 
Dutch Herbarift. Therefore not fuffering this error any further to fpread abroad (which I difco- 
uercd not many yeares paft atFluftiing in Zceland, inthegardenof William. of Nafiau Prince of 
Orange jof famous memorie.tbrough the means of a worthy perfon(if my memorie faile mec not) 
V under LMill h at what time he opened and loofed his firft yongbudsand {hoots about the end of 
Sommer, refembling inleaues D andftalksofa foot high, the young and tender fhoots of the com- 
mon Reed called HanmdovalUtoria) I thought it conuenient to impart thus much vnto W.John 
Gerrard an expert Herbarift,and mafter of happy fucceffe in Surgerie, to the end he might let po- 
fteritie know thus much,in the painfull and long laboured trauels which now he hath inhand , to 
the great good and benefit of his countrey. The plant it felfe brought me to Middleborow and fet 
in my garden,perilhed through the hardnefle of Winter. 

Thus much haue I fet downe, truly tranflated out of his owne words in Latine jthough too fa-» 
uourably by him done to the commendation of my mean skill.

t a I think it very fitting in this place toacquaint you with a Plant,which by theconjeaure 
of the moft learned,and that not without good reafon, is iudged tobe the title Calamus of the An- 
tients. cCufms giues vs the hiftorie thereof in his notes vpon Garctas ah Hortojtp, 1. intneie 
words :Whcnas (faith he) this hiftorie was to be the third time printed,I very opportundycaroe 
to the knowledge of the true Calamus Aromaticus ; the which the learned itf rnardfdudmus the Fri- 
fian, returning from Syria and Egypt, freely beftowedvpbn me,togetber with the fruit Habnel, 
and many other rare feeds,about the beginningof the yeare 1 5 7?.Now we hauecaufed a figure to 
be exaftly drawne by the fragments chereotfor that it fcemes fo exquifitly to accord with D wftf- 
rideshis defcripcion. In mineqpinion it is rather to be iudged an vrabelhferOus plant than a ree- 
die ; tor it hath a ftraight ftalke parted with many knots or ioynts,otherwife fmcotb,hollow with- 
in^n^inucltcdonthein-fidewithaflenderfilmelikeasaReed, and it breaketh into Aimers or 
MmQK^Diofcorides hath written. It hath a fmell furficiently ftrong, and the tafte not vngrate- 
foiLbut bitterind pertaking of fome attrition : the leaues,as by remains of them might appeare, 
feeme&y^^^^ 

then ends in fibres. Twenty fiue yeares after Paludanm gaue me this Calmus y the learned Ant home 
coline the Apothecarie (who lately tranflated intoFrench thefe Commentaries, the f^rth'imc 
fet forth, Anno 1 5 9 3 . ) fent me from Lyons pieces of the like Reed j certifying me withall That he 
had made vfe thereof in his compofition of Treacle. Now thefe pieces, though they m forme re- 
fcmbled thofe I had from Paludanus,yct had they a more bitter tafte than his,neither did they per- 
take of any aftri&ion 5 which peraducntute was tobe attributed to the age of one of the two.Thus 
muchcM«j. 

The Place. 

The true Calamus Aromaticus groweth in Arabia,and likewifein Syria^fpecially inthemoorifh 
grounds betwixt the foot of Libanus t and another little hill , not the mountaine Antilinanus, as 
fome haue thought, in a fmall vally neere to a lake whofe plafhes arc dry in Summer. Pltn. 11 .2-2 . 

Baftard or falfe Calamus growes naturally at the foot of a hill neerePrufa a city of Bithynia,not 
far from a great lake. It profpers exceeding well in my garden,but as yet it beareth neither Moure 
nor ftalke. It groweth alfo in Candy as P//>yreportethj in Galatia hkewife, and mmanyotber 
places.

The root 
and graine is like the other, bat not bare and naked, 
but briftled or bearded, With many fmall and ftiarpe 
eiles or awnes not vnlike to thofeof Barley. 

3 Flat Wheate is like vnto the other kindes of 
Wheat in leaues, ftalks, and roots, but is bearded and 
bordered with rough and ftiarpe ailes>wherein confifts 
the difference, t I know not what our author means 
by this flat Wheat, but I conje&ure it to be the long 
rough eared Wheat, which hath blewifli eares when 
as it is ripe, in other things refembling the ordinary

4 The fourth kinde is like the taft defcribed, and

found by my very good friend WJohn Goodyer,* man fecond to none in his induftrieand fearching 
of plants, nor in his judgement or knowledge of them. This eare ofwbeat was as large and faire as 
moft are.and about the middle thereof grew three or foure perfeft Oats in all refpeas : which be- 
ing hard tobe found, Iheld very worthy of fettingdowne, forfomereafons not to be infilled vpon

If any be defirous to learne the making of ftarch, let 
them read Dodonms Iaft edition^vhere they (hall be fully taught ; my felfe not willing to fpend 
time about fo vain a thing,and not pertinent to the ftory. It is vfed alfo to feed cattell and pullen, 
and is in nature fomewbat like to Wheat or Barley.

The Description. 

BArley hath an hclme or ftraw which is ftiorter and more brittle than that of Wheat, and hath 
more joints : the leanesare broader and rougher • theeare is armed with long rough & prick- 
ly beards or ailes,and fet about with fundry ranks,fomtimes twoptherwhiles three, foure, or 
fix at the moft according to Theop In aft as ,but eight according to Tragus. The grain is included in 
a long chaffte huske,the roots be flender,and grow thick together. Barley ,as Pliny writeth,is of all 
grain thefofteft,and leaft fubiedt tocafualtie,yeelding fruit very quickly and profitably.

-day,each day thinner than other,for fome eight or ten dayes fpace, vntill it be prerry dry, and then 
it is dried vp with the heate of the fire,andfb vfed. Itiscalled in high-Dutch, flpaltftin Low- 
Dutch, ^OUt t in Latine of later time, UMaltum j which name is borrowed of the Germaos. Ae- 
tiusa GreckePhyfitiannameth Barley thus prepared, Byne, or Bine: and he alfoaffirmeth, That a 
plaifter of the meale of Malt is profitably laid vpon the fwellings of the Dropfie.2^*/»,as Dio~ 
dorus Skulffs affirmeth)is not only made in Egypt,but alfo in Galatia : Theaire is focold(faith he 
writing of Galatia) that the country bringeth forth neither wine nor oile, and therefore men are 
compelled to make a compound drinke of Barly,which they call Zythum. Diojcorides nameth' one 
kind of Barly drinke Zythum : another,C«r«»i. Simeon Ztthi a later Grecian calls this kind of drink 
by an Arabicke name, v*w : in Englifh we call it Beere and Ale which is made of Barley Malt.

Barley,as Galen writeth in his booke of the Faculties of Nourifliments,is not of the fame tem- 
perature that wheat is,for wheat doth manifeftly heate j but contrariwife,what medicine or bread 
foeuer is made of Barly,is found to h^ue a certain force to coole and dry in the firft degree, accor- 
ding to Galen in his booke of the Faculties of Simples. It hath alfo a little abfterfiue or clenfing 
qualitie,and drieth fomewhat more than Bean meale.

Barly,faith D/^w^j,dothclenfe,prouokevrine,breedethwindbeiTe,and Is an enemieto the ^ 
ftomacke.

Furthest ferueth for Ptifanaplenta^MazaJAdt, AIe,and Beere : the making whereof if any be £ 
defirous toIearne,let them te&de Lokls Adverfariajn the chapter 0f Barly .But I think our London 
Beere Brewers arc not to learne to make Beere of either French or Dutch , much leiTe of me that 
can fay nothing therein of mine owne experience,more than by the writings of others. But I may ■-. 
deliuer vnto you a Confeaion made thereof, (as Columella did concerning fweet Wine fodden to 
the halfe) which is this ; Boile ftrong Ale till it come tothe thickneiTeof hony,or the Form of an 
vnguent or falue,which applied to the paines of the finues and joints (as hauing the propertie to 
abate Aches and pains) may for want of better remedies be vfed for old and new fores,if madeaf- 
ter this manner: 

Take ftrong AIetwopound,oneOxegalI,and boile themtoone poundwitha foft fire , conn- ^ 
nually ftirring it j adding thereto of Vineger one pound,of o//^#w.oneounce,flouresof Camo- 
mil and melilot of each 5 1 .

The which I am to fee forth to the 
view of our Nation, as . others haue done in fun- 
dry languages to theirs,asa kindofthelacinths, 
which m roots and leaues it doth very well refera- 
blejcalledofthe Grecians, -twett : inLatine,Z4- 
becaufe of his aboundance of Wooll-re- 
femblingfubftance, wherewith the whole Plant 
is in euery part full fraught, as well roots, leaues, 
asftalkes. The leaues are broad, thicke,far,full 
of juice, and of a fpider-like web' when they be 
broken.

diftinguifh.as well thofe here fet downe,as alfo thofe that offer themfelues daily to our view and 
confideration,would require a particular volume 4 for there is not any plant which doth offer fuch 
varietie vnto vs as thefe kinds of ftones,except the Tulipa's,which go beyond all account:for that 
the moft Angular Simpleft that euer was in tbefe later ages,C W» C/«/f « (who for his lingular in- 
duftry and knowledge herein is worthy triple honor) hath fpent at the leaft jsyeares, fowinethe 
feeds ofTuhpa's from yeare to yeare.and to this day he could neuer attain to the end or certainty 
of their feuerall kinds of colours. The greatcft reafon thereof that I can yeeld is this,That if yon 
takethe feeds of a Tulipa that bare white floures , and few them ina panortub with earth you 
fhal recciue from that feed plants of infinite colours. Contranwife,if you fow the feeds of a planr 
that beareth flours of variable colours.the moft of thofe plants will be nothing like the plant from 
whence the feed was taken.

Radifli are eaten raw with bread in ftead of other foodjbut in that manner they yceld very little A 
nOurifhment,and that faulty and ; il. But for the moft part they are vfed as fauce with meats to pro- 
cure appearand in that fort they ingender lefle bad bloud, than eaten alone or with breacl only : 
but feeing they be of harder digeftion than meats,they are oftentimes troublefdm to the ftoraack ; 
neuertheleffe they ferue to diftribute and difperfe the nourifhment, especially beeing eaten after 
meat : taken before meat,they caufe belchings,and ouertbrow the ftomacke. 

Before meat they caufe vomiting,efpecialIy the rind • which as it is more biting than the inner B 
fubftance, fo doth it with more force caufe thateffeft, if it be giuen with Oxymel,a fyrrup made 
with vineger and hony.

DIofcorldes maketh two kindes of Coleworts $ the tame and the Wilde : but Theophrafius makes 
more kindes hereof : the ruffed or curled Cole, the fmooth Cole, and the wilde Cole, cap 
imitating Theophraftus, fetteth downe alfo three Coleworts : thefiifthee defcribeth tobee 
fmootb,great,broad leaued,with abig ftalke : the fecond ruffed "i thethird with little ftalks.tender 
and very miich biting. The fame diftindtion alfo P%maketh, in his 20. Booke, and theninth 
chapter: where he faith, That the moft antient Romanes hauediuided it into three kindes i the 
firft roughed,the fecond fmooth,andthe third which is properly called or Coleworr. And

^ The Place. 
The greateft fort of Colewoorts grow in gardens, 
and do loue a {bile which is fat, being throughly dun- 
ged and manured • they doe beft profper being remo- 
ued, and euery of them grow in our EnglifKgardens, 
except the wilde, which growes in fields and new dig- 
- ged ditch banks. 

The fea Colewort grows naturally vpon the baych 
and brims of the fea,wbere there is no earth to be feen, 
but land and rolling pibble ftones , which thofe that 
dwell neerethe fea do call Bayche.1 found it growing 
between Whitftable and the Ifle of Tenet neere the 
brinkeof the fea,and in many places neere to Colche- 
fter,and elfewhere by the fea fide. 

The Time. 

Pttrus Crefcentius faith,That die Colewort may be fowne and remoued at any time of the yeare, 
whofe opinion I altogether millike. It is fowne in the Spring,as in March, Aprill^nd oftentimes 
in May, and fometimes in Auguft j but the fpeciall time is about the beginning of September. 

The Colewortjlaith CelameSa, muft be remoued when it attaineth to fix leaues after it is come 
vp from feed ; the which muft be done in Aprill or May,efpecially thofe which were fownejn Au- 
tumne,which afterwards flourifh in the Winter moneths,at what time they are fitteftfornieat. 

But the Sauoy Cole and the Cole florey muft be fowne in April!, in* bed of hot horfe-dung, 
and coucredwith draw Or fuch like , to keepe it from the cold and frofty mornings ; and hauing 
gotten fix leaues in fudhjtort;you (hall remoue it as aforefaid 5 otherwife if you tarry;|b^temperat 
weather before you fow^he yeare will be fpent before it come toripeneuc. - ' ; s *

AH the Coleworts hauc a drying and binding facultie, with a certaine flitrousor fait quality 
wherby they mightily clenfe 3 either in juice or in broth. The whole fubftance or body of the Cole! 
wort is of a binding and drying faculty,becaufe it leaueth in the decoftion his fait quality ; which 
lieth in the juice and watry part thereof: the water wherein it is firft boiled, drawethtoitlelfeall 
the quality • for which caufe the decoaion thereof Ioofeth the belly,as doth alfo the iuice of it, if 
it be drunke : but if the firft broth in which it was boiled be caft away, then doth the Colewort 
dry and bind the belly.But it yeeldeth tothebody final nourifhment,and doth not ingender good, 
but a groffeand melancholicke bloud.The white Cabbage is beft next vnto the Cole-florey • yet 
Cat$ doth chiefely commend the ru flet Cole : but he knew neither the white ones, nor the Cole- 
florey jfor if he had,his cenfure had bin otherwife.

Ditprides teachetb,that the Colcwoort beeingeaten is good foi them that haue dim eies, and A 
that are troubled with the (baking palfic. 

The fame Author affirmeth,that ifit.be boiled and eaten with vineger, it is a remedy for thofe B 
that be troubled with the fpleene. 

It is reported, that the raw Colewort beeingeaten before meate, doth preferue a man from C 
•drunkennelTe : the reafon is yeelded, -for-that there is a naturall ehmitte betweene it and the vine, 
which is fuch,asifit grow neere vnto ikforthwith the vine perifheth and withereth away : yea, if 
wine be poured vnto it while it ilin boiling, it will not be any more boiled,and the colour thereof 
quite altered,as Caffiusand Bionyfm Vticenfts do write in their bookes of tillage: yet doth not <-^- 
/^Tfctwafcribe that vertueofdriuing away drunkennelTe to the leaues, butto the feeds of Cole- 
wort. 

Mbreouer,the leaues of Coleworts are good againft all inflaramationsjand hot fwellingt •, bee- D 
ingftamped with barley meale, and l|ied vpon them with fait: and alfo to breake carbuncles. 

Theiuyce of ColewortMsiP*'/^^ writeth,beeing taken with Floure-de-lysand nitre, doth fi 
make the body foluble : and being drunkejwith wine, it is a remedy againft the bitings of veno- 
mousbeafts. ; ; . ; .->> ;

^ The Virtues. 

The Bliterdoth nourifli little, and yet is fit to make the belly foluble, though not vehemently 
Icemg it hath no nitrous or Iharpe qualitie whereby the belly fhould be prouoked. I haue heard 
many old wiues fay to their feruants , Gather no Blites to put into my pottage , for they are not 
goodfor theeie-fight. Whencethey had thofe words I know not, it may beof fome Doctor that

And 
Iikewife in his Prognoftickshe faith,It is ncceffarie that S.Anthonies fire fhould break forth,and 
that it is death to haue it driuen in : which is to be vnderftood not only of S.Antbmies fire,but alfo 
of other like bur ftings out procured by nature. For by vfing thefe kindes of cooling and repelling 
rnedicines s thebad,corrupt 3 and fharpe humors are driuen backe inwardly to the chiefc and princf 
pall parts,which cannot be done without great danger and hazard of life.

Thetphraftus 
in his fixth booke doth Iikewife write of Mandrake in this manner s Mandrake caufeth fleepe and 
ifalfo much ofit be taken it bringeth death. s 

The grecne leaues ofdeadly Nightfliade may with great aduicc be vfed in fuch cafes as Petti- B l 
morell : but if you will follow my counfelI,deale not with the fame in any cafe, and banifh it from 
your gardens and the vfe of it alfo, being a plant fo furious and deadly : for it bringeth fuch as haue 
eaten thereof into a dead fleepe wherein many haue died, as hathbeene often fecne and proued by 
experience both in England and elfewhere. Buttogiue you an example hereof it (hall not be 
amifle : 1 1 came to pane that three boies of Wisbich in the Iflc of Ely did eateof the pleafant and 
beautifull fruit hereof, two whereof died in leffe than eight homes after that they had eaten of 
them. The third child hadaquantitie of honey and water mixed together giuen him to drinke, 
caufing him to vomit often : God blelTed this meanes and the child recouered. Banifh therefore 
thefe pernitious plants out of your gardens, andall places neere to yourhoufes, where children or 
women with child do refort,which do oftentimes long and luft after things nioft vile and filthie • 
and much more afcera berry of a bright mining blacke colour,and of fuch great beautie,as it were 
able to allure any fuch to eate thereof. 

The leaues hereof laid vnto the temples eaufe flepe,efpecialiy if they be imbibed or moiftened C 
inwine vinegre. It eafeth the intoilerable paines of the head-ache proceeding ofheat in furious 
agues,caufing reft being applied asaforefaid.

THis admirable Plant.called the Maruell of Peru, or the Maruell of the World, fpriflgs forth* 
of the ground like vntoBafil in leaues • among which it fendethout a ftalke twoeubits and 
a halfehigb,of the thickneffe of a finger,full of |uice»yery flrme, and of a yellowiih green c© 1 - 
lour,knotted or kneed with joints fomewbat bunching forth, of ptrrplifh colour, as in the female 
Balfemina : which ftalke diuideth it felfe into fundry branches or boughcs,and thofe alfo knottie 
like the ftalke. His branches are decked with leaues growing by couples at the joints likethe 
leaues of wilde Peateods,greene,ffe(hy,and.foll of joints \ which being rubbed doe yeeld the like 
vnpleaftnt fmell as wilde Peafcods do,andare in taftealfo yery vnfauory, yet ia the later end they 
leauea taft and (harp fmack of Tabaco. Thetfalk* toward the top are garnimed with longjioilowr 
fingle floures,folded as it were intofiue parrsibeforethey beppened ; put beingiujly blown.dore- 
femble the floures of Tabaco,not ending in.ftarpcorners^Btblunf U round as the flours of Bipd- 
wced,and larger than the floures of Tabaco,glittcring oft times with a fine purple orcrimfonco- 
lour,many times of an horfe-flelh/ometimes yellow.fometimes pale,and fomtime refembling an 
old red or yellow colour ; (bmetime whitifti,and moft commonly two colours Oc'cupyingftalf the 
fiourc,or incercourfing the whole floure with (freaks 0{ orderly ftreames,now yelIow,now purple, 
diuided through the whble,haumg fometime^reat,(WtimelktIc fpotsofa purple colour, fprin- 
kled and fcattered in a moft variable order and braue mixture. The ground or field of the whole 
floure is either pale,rcd J yeUow,orwhite,containing in the middleof thehollownelTe apricke or

ftin* butonely one day, like the true F phemerum or Hemerocallis . This maruellous variety doth 
not without caufe bring! ^iratioo t^l thatobfcrue it. For if the floures be gathered and refer. 
ued in feuerall papers, and compared with thbfe floures that will fpring and flourifh the next day, 
you fhalleafily perceiue that one is not like another in colour,though you (hall compare one hun-' 
dred which floure one day, and another hundred which you gather the next day, and f6 from day 
to day during the time of their flouring. The cups and huskes which containe and embrace the 
floures are diuided into Hue pointed feaions,which are grecn.and as it were,confiftingof skinnes, 
wherein is contained one feed and no more, couered withablackifh skinne,hauing a bjunt point 
whereon theflourcgroweth-butofl the end next the cup orhuske it is adorned with a little fiue 
cornered ctowne. The feed is as big as a pepper corne, which of it felfe fadeth with any lightmo. 
tion. Within this feed i> contained a white kernell, which being bruifed,refoluetb into a very 
white pulpe like ftarch.The root is thiqke and like vnto a great raddifh,outwardly black^nd with- 
in white, fharpein tafte, wherewith is tningled a fuperficiall fweerneffe. Itbringeth new floures 
from Iuly vnto Oftober in infinite number, yea euenvntill the frofts doe <£ufe the whole plant to 
periftiinotwithftanding it-rijay be referued in pots, and fet in chambers and cellars that are warrae, 
and fodefended from the imurie ofour 4 cold climate prouided alwaics that there be hot any water 
caft vponthe pot, or fet forth to take any moifture in the aire vntill March following s at which 
time it muff be taken forth of the pocarjd replanted in the gatden.By this meanes I haiic prefer ued 
many (though to fmall purpofe) becaufe I haue fowne feeds that haue borne floures in as ample 
manner and inas good timcas thofe referued plants. 

Of thiswondetfull herbe there be other forts, but not fo amiable or fo full ofvarietie,anifor 
the moft part their floures are all of one color.But I hauefinceby pra&ife found out another way 
tokeepe the roots for the yere following with very little difficultie, which neuer faileth. At the 
firft froft I dig vp the roots and put vp or rather hide the, roots in a butter fcrkin, or fuch like vef- 
fell,filled with the fand of a riuer, the which I fuffer ftill to fraud in fome comet of an houfe where 
it neuer receiueth moifture vntill Aprill or the midft of March, if the weather be war me v at which 
time I take it from the fand and plant it in the garden, where it doth flourifh exceeding well and 
increafeth by roots . which that doth opt which was either fowne offeed the fame ycere,nor thofe 
plants that were preferuedrfter the other manner.

The feed of this ftrange plant was brought firft into Spaine, from Peru* whereof it tooke his 
mmeMirabilia Peruana^ot Peruviana : and fincedifperfed into all the parts of Europe: the which 
my felfe haue planted many yecres, and haue in fome temperate yecrcs receiued both floures and 
ripe feed.

The Nature and Fertile s. 

We haue not as yet any iafrru&ions from the peopleof India, concerning the nature or vermes 
of this plant : the which is efteenfed as yet rather for his rareneue, beautic, and fweetneiTc of his 
floures,than for any vertues knowne j but it is a pleafant plant to decke the gardens of the curious. 
Howbeit lacobm Antenius Cortufus of Padua hath by experience found out, that two drams of the 
root thereoftaken inwardly doth very notably purge watarifh humours.

Petrus Bellonius and Hermolaus Barbaras report, That in Egypt & Barbary they vfe to eat the fruit 
oiM&U ivfana boiled or rofted vnder afhes.with oi(e,vinegerjand pepper.as people vfe to eat Mufh- 
roms. But I rather wi fh Engl i(h men to content thenvfelucs with the meat and fauce of our owne 
country,thanwith fruit and fauce eaten with fuch peril I; for doubtleffethefe Apples haue a mif- 
chieuousqualitie,the vfe whereof isvtterlyto bee forfaken. As wee fee and know many haue ea- 
ten and do eat Mufhroms more for vvantonneffe than for needjfor there are two kinds therof dead* 
Iy,which being dreffed by an vnskilfull cooke may procure vntimely death : it is therefore better 
to cftccra this plant and haue it in the garden for your pleafure and the rareneffe thereof, than for 
any vertue or good qualities yet knowne.

• or fuch like,vpon a gentle fire,continualIy ftirring it vntill the herbs fcem blackc,and wil not boile 
or bubble any more t then ftall you haue an excellent green oile s which becing fhaincd from the 
feces ordrofle,put the cleare and (trained oile to the fireagain,adding therto of wax balfapound, 
of rofen foure ounces,and of good turpentine two ounce* : melt them all together, and keepe it in 
pots for your vfe,tocure inuetefatvlcers^poftumeSjburningSjgrecnwounds.and all cuts or hurts 
in tbe head j wherewith I haue gotten both crownes and credit. 

B It is vfed of fome in ftead of Tabaco,but to fraall purpofe or profit, although itdoth ftupifieor 
dull thefences,andcaufethatkindof giddines thatTabaco doth, and likewife fpitting.wbichany 
other herb of hot temperature will do,as RofemaryJime,Winter-Sauorie,fweer Marjerome,and 
uchlikesany of thewhich I like better to be taken in fmoke,than thiskind ofdoubtful Henbane.

Chap. 68. 
Of Tabaco, or Henbane of Peru. 

The Kindes, 

THere be two forts or kinds of Tabaco,one greater, the other leffer; the greater was brought in- 
to Europe out of theprouincesof America, which we call the Weft Indies j the other from 
Trim'dada,an Ifland neere vnto the continent of the fame Indies.Sorae haue added a third fort,and 
others make the yellow Henbane a kind thereof.

1 »~p Abaco, or Henbane of Peru hath very great ftalkes of the bignelTe of a childes arme, 

I growing in fertile and well dunged ground of feuen oreight foot high, diuidingit 
felfe into fundry branches of great length • whereon are placed in moft comly ordet 
very faire long leaues,broad,fmooth,and fharp pointed,foft,and of a light green colour, fo faftned 
about the ftalke.that they feeme to embrace and compaffe it about.The floures grow at the top of 
the ftalks,in fhape like a bcll-floure^omewhat long and cornered, hollow within, of a light carna- 
tion co!our,tending to whitenefTe toward the brims.The feed is contained in longiharpc pointed 
cods or feed- veffels like vnto the feed of yellow Henbane,but fomewhat fmal!er 4 and browner of 
colour. The root is great, thicke, and of a wooddy fubftance, with fome threddy firings annexed 
thereunto. 

2 Trinidada Tabaco hath a thicke tough and fibrous root , from which immediately rifevp 
long broad leaues and fmooth,of a greenifh colour,lefie than thofe of Peru : among which rifesvp 
a ftalk diuiding it felf at the ground into diuers branches.wheron are fet confufedly the like leaues 
but leffer. At the top of the ftalks ftand vp long necked hollow flourqs of a pale purple tending to 
a blufh colour : after which fucceed the cods or feed-vciTels,including many fmall feeds like vnto 
the feed of Marjerom. The whole plant perilbeth at the firft approch of winter.

Thefe were firft brought into Europe out of 
America,which is called the Weft Indies j n 
which is the prouince or countrey of Peru : but 
being now planted in the gardens of Europe it 
profpers very well,and comes from feed in one 
yeare 10 beare both floures and feed.Thewhich 
I take to be better fortbeconftitutionofour 
bodies, than that which is brought fiorn India. 
& that growing in India better for the people* 
of the fame country : notwithstanding it is not 
fo thought of our Tabaconiftsjfor acordingto 
the Englifli prouerb, Far fetcht & dear bought 
is beftfor Ladies.

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his third bookc of Singularities doth declare : where alfo he fliewcth, That the Turks oftentimes 
vfe opium,aad take one dram and a halfe thereof at one tirne,witbotu any other hurt following, fa- 
iling that they arc thereupon as it were taken with a certain light drunkcnneffe.So alfo this Taba- 
co,beingintaftbitiug,andintemperarurehor,hath notwithftanding abenumming quality.Here- 
upon it feemeth to follo\v,tbat not only this Henbane of Peru,but alfo the juice of Poppie other- 
wife called 0/>/"«w,confiftethof diuers parts, fome bitingand hot, others extreamecold, that is to 
fay,ftupifying,orbenumming. If fo be that this benumming qualitie proceed of extreamecold, 
as Grt/wandalltheoIdPhylitions do hold opinion • then fhould this becold : but if the benum- 
ming facultie doth not depend of an extreme cold qualitie, but proceedeth of the eifence of the 
fubftance, then Tabaco is not cold and bcnumming,but hot and benumming, and the later not fo 
much by reafon of his temperature, as through the propertie of his fubftance j no othervvife than 
a purging medicine, which hath his force not from the temperature , but from the effence of the 
whole fubftance. 

f The Virtues. 

NiceUtts Montr dis faith,that the leaues hereof are a remedie for the paine of head called the Me- A, ' 
gram or Migram,thathath binoflongcontinuance ; and alfoforacold ftomack,efpeciallyinchil- 
drenj and that it is good againft the pains in the kidnies. 

it is a prefent remedie for the fits of the mother, it mitigateth the paineof the gout,if it be ro- B 
fted in hot embers,and applied to the grieued part. 

It is likewifc a remedy for the tooth-ache,if the teeth and gumbs be rubbed with a linnencloth C 
dipped in the juice,and afterward a round ball of the leaues laid vnto the place. 

The juice boiled in fugar in form ofafyrrup,and inwardly taken, diiueth forth wormes of the D 
belly ,if vvithall a Ieafc be Iayd to the nauell. 

The fame doth likewife fcoure and clenfe old & rotten vlcers, and bringeth them to perfect di- E 
geftion.as the fame Author affirmeth. 

In the Low-countries it is vfed againft fcabs and filthinefle of the skin,and tocure wounds:but F 
fome hold opinion it is tobe vfed only to hot and ftrong bodies ; for they fay, the vfe is not lafe in 
weak and old folks 5 and for this caufe(as it feemeth) the women in America(faith Theuet) abftain 
from the herb Petuti or Tabaco,and do in no wife vfe it. 

Theweightof foure ounces of the juice hereof drunke doth purge bothvpwards and downe- G 
wards, and procureth afterward a long and found fleepe,aswee haue learned of a friend by ob- 
feruation, who affirmed,That a ftrong countrey man of a middle age hauing a dropfie, took it,and 
being wakened out of his fleepe called for meat and drinke, and after that beeame perfectly cu- 
red. 

Moreouer,the fame man reported,That he had cured many countrey men off gues, with the di- n 
ftilled water of the leaues drunke a little while before the fit. 

Likewifc there is an oilc to be taken out of the leaues that healeth merri-galls 3 kibed heeles,and I 
fuch like. 

It is good againft poyfon,and taketh away the malignitie therof.if the juice be giuen to drink, K 
or thewounds made by venomous beafts be wafhed therewith. 

The dry leaues are vfed to be taken in a pipe fet on fire and fuckt into the ftomacke , and thruft L 
forth againe at the nofthrils, againft the paines in the head, rhcumes, aches in any part of the bo- 
die, whereof foeuer the originall proceed, whether from France, ltaly,Spaine,Indies, or from our 
familiar and beft knovvne difeafes . Thofe leaues do palliate or eafe for a time,but neuer perform 
any cureabfolutely : for although they empty the body of humors,yet the caufe of the griefe can- 
not be fo taken away. But fome haue learned this principle, That repletion doth require euacua- 
tion $ that is to fay,That fulnefle craueth emptinefle j and by euacuationdoe aflure themfelues of 
health. But this doth not take away fo much with it this day, but the next bringeth with it more. 
Asfor example, a Well doth neuer yeeld fuch ftore of water as when it is moft drawn and empti- 
ed. My felfe fpeake by proofe • who haue cured of that infectious difeafea great many, diuers o£ 
which had coueredor kept vnder the fickeneflebythehelpeof Tabaco as they thought,yetinthe 
end haue bin conftraincd to haue vnto fuch an hard knot, acrabbed wedge, orelfe had vtterly pe- 
rifhed. 

Some vfe to drink it(as it is termed) for wantonncfle.or rather cuftome,and cannot forbeare it, M 
nonot in the midft of their dinner; which kinde of taking is vnwhol fome and very daugerous: al- 
though to take it feldom,and that phyfically ,is to be tolerated, and may do fome good:but I com- 
mend the fyrrup aboue this fume or fmoky medicine. 
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N It is taken of fomc phy fically in a pipe for that purpofe once in a day at the moft, and that in 

the morning fafting,againft paincs in the head, ftomack,and griefe in thebreftand lungs : againft 

catarrhs and rbeums.and fuch as haue gotten cold and hoarfenefle. 
O Some haue reported, That it doth little preuaileagamft an hotdifeafe, and thatitprofitcthan 

hot complexion nothing at all. But experience hath not (hewed as yet that it is injurious vnto 

either. 

p They that haue feene the proofe hereof, haue credibly reported,That when the Moores and In- 
dians haue fainted either for want of food orreft,this hath bin a prefent remedie vnto them,tofu p ] 
ply the one,and to help them to the other. 

q The pricfts and Inchantcrs of the hot countries do take the fume thereof vntil they be drunke 
that after they haue lien for dead three or foure houres,they may tell the people what wondeis,vi- 
fions,or illuiions they haue feen,and fogiuethem a prophetical diredion or forerelling(ifwcmay 
truft the Diuell)of the fuccefle of their bufinelfe. 

R The iuyce or diftilled water of the firft kind is very good againft catarrhs,thc dizzineiTe of the 
head,and rheums that fall downe the eies,againft the pain called the megram, if either you apply 
it vnto the tempIes,or take one or two green'leaues,or a dry leafe moiftned in wine,and dried cun- 
ningly vpon the embers,and laid thereto. 

S It clceres the fight,and taketh away the webs and fpots thercofjbeingannointed with the juyce 
bloud-warme. " * 

T Theoileor 'iuycedropped intotheearesis good againft deafnefl'e; a cloth dipped in the fame 
and layd vpon the face,taketh away the lentils.redneflejand fpots thereof. 

V Many notable medicines are made hereof againft the old and inveterat cough, againft afth- 
maticall or pedorallgriefes, all which if I fhouldfet downe at large, would require a peculiar 
volume. r 

X It is alfo giuen vnto fuch as are accuftomed to fwoune,and that are troubled with the Colicke 
and windinelTe : and likewife againft the Dropfie, the VVormes in children,thc Piics,aad the Sci- 
atica. 

Y It is yfed in outward medicines, either the herbc boiled with oil^wax^onXand turpentinc,as 
beforeis fet downe in yellow Henbane,or the extraction thereof with fait, oiIe,balfara,the diftil- 
led water,and fuch like, againft tumours, apoftumes,old vlcers of hard curation, botches, fcabbes, 
flinging with nettles, carbuncles, poifonedarrowes, and wounds made witheunnesorany other 
weapons. ' 

Z It is excellent good in burnings and fcaJdings with fire,water,oile, lightning,or fuch like, boi- 
led with hogges greafe into the forme of an ointment, as I haue often prooued, and found moft 
plying - a t ddin§ a littIeof tfa e juice of Thorne-Appleleaues,fpreadingitvponaclothandfoap- 

A I doe make hereof an excellent Balme to cure deep wounds and punaures made by fome nar- 
row fharpe pointed weapon. Which Balfamedoth bring vp the flefh from the bottome verie 
fpeedily, and alfo heale fimple cuts in the flefh according to the firft intention, that is, to glewor 
foderthe lips of the wound together, not procuring matter or corruption to it, as is commonly 
feene inthe healing of wounds. TheRcceitisthis.-TakeOileof Rofes, Oileof S. IohnsWort, 
of either one pinte, the leaues of Tabaco ftamped fmall in a (tone mortar two poundsjboile them 
together to the confumption of the juice, ftraine it and put it to the fire againe, adding thereunto 
of Venice Turpentint two ounces, of Olibanum and Mafticke of either halfe an ounce , .in moft 
fine and fubtil pouder : the which you may at all times make an vnguent or falue,by putting there- 
to wax and rofin togiue vnto it a ftiffe body, which worketh exceeding well in malignant and viru- 
lent vlcers,as in wounds and pun£tures. I fend this jewell vnto you women of all forts,efpecialiy 
fuch as cure and helpe the pooreand impotent of your countrcy without reward.But vnto the beg- 
garly rabble of witches,charmers, and fuch like coufeners.that regard more to get money, than to 
helpe forcharitie, I wifh thefe few medicines far from their vnderftanding, and from thofedecei- 
uer S) whomI wito to be ignorantherein. But courteous gentlewomen, I may not for the malice 
that I doe beare vnto fuch, hide any thing from you of fuch importance : and therefore take one 
more that followeth , wherewith I haue done many and good cures, although of fmal! coft j but 
regardit not the leffefor that caufe. Take the leaues of Tabaco two pounds, Hogs greafeone 
pound, ftampe the herbe fmall in a ftone morter, putting thereto a fmall cup full of red or claret 
wme,ftirre them well together, couer the morter from filth,and fo let it reft vntill morning ; then 
put it to the fire and let itboile gently.continually ftirring it vntill the confumption of the wine: 
ltrame uand fet it to the fire againe, putting thereto the iuyce of the herbe one pound,of Venice 
turpentine ioure onnces-boile them together to the confumption of the iuice,then adde thertoof 
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the roots of round Ariftobchiti or B Irthworth in moft fine pouder twoounces,fufficient wax to giue 
it a body j the which keep, for thy wounded poore neighbors alfo the old and filthy vlcers of the 
legs and other parti of fuch as haue need ofhelp.

THis rare and plea&nt plant , called tree f 
fhade, is taken of fbroetobee akinde of Ginny 
pepper.butnotrightlyjoforJwrSjforakindbfNight- 
inade,whbfe iudgemcnt and cenfurel gladly admit j 
for that it doth more fitly anfwer it both in the form 
and nature. It groweth vp tike vntoa fmall fhrub or 
wooddy hedge-bum, two or three cubits higb.coue- 
red with a greenifh barke fet with many fmal twiggy 
branches,and garnifhed with many long leaues verie 
grecn,like vnto thofe of the Peach tree. The floureS 
are vvhite^with a certaine yellow prickeor pointallin 
the middle,like to the fipures of garden Night (hade.

The Monks Rubarb is called in Latiac,Ritwxfativiitfln<\ Patently or Patience, which word is 
borrowed of the French,who call this herb Patience : after whom the Dutchmenaifo name this pot 
herb $attCtltte : of {bmc,Rbabarbarum Motiachorum, or Monks Rubarb, bccaule as it feemes fome 
Monke or other hath vfed the root hereof in ftead of Rubarb. 

Bloudwortor bloudy Patience is called in Latinc Lapat bum (anguintum : of fom fanruif Brace- 
»«,of the bloudy colour wherewith the whole plant is poflcft ; it is of pot-herbs the chiefe or prin- 
cipall 3 hauing the propertie of the baftard Rubarb,but of lefle force in his purging qualitie. 

The Temperature. 

Generally all the Docks are cold,fome little and moderat!y,and fomemorestheydoallofthem 
dty,but not al 1 after one manner j yet fome are of opinion, that they are dry almoft in the third de- 
gree. 

f The Venues. 

The leaues of the garden Dock or Patience may be eaten,and are fomwfaat cold but more moift, A 
and haue withall a certain clammineiTc,by reafon whereof they cafily and quickely pafle through 
the belly when they be eaten : and Diofcorides writeth, That all the Docks being boUed^domollifie 
the belly .-which thing Mo Horace hath noted in his fecondbooke of Sermons. Satyr 4. writing 
thus:

And being foddcn,it is not fo pleafant to beeaten as either Beets or $pinach:it iogenders moift C 
bloud of a mean thicfcneflc,and nourirtieth little. 

The leaues of the (harp pointed Docks are cold and dry, but the feed of Patience and the water D 
Dockcdocoole,withacertainthinnefreoffubftance. ' 

The deco&ion of the roots of Monks Rubarb is drunk againft the bloudy flix,the lask,the warn- E 
bling of the ftomack comraing of choler, and alfo againft the flinging oHerpents, as Diofcorides 
writeth. 

It is alfo good againft the fpittingof bIoud,being taken with AcaciaOathhfuccedaneum thedri- F 
ed juice of floes) as Pliny faith . 

Monks Rubarb or Patience is an excellent wholfome pot-herb,for being put into the pottage in G 
fome reafonable quantitie,it Ioofens the belly,helps the jaundice,the timpanie,and fuch like dif- 
eafes proceeding ofcoldcaufes. 

If you take the roots of Monks Rubarb and red Madder of each halfe a ppund,Senafoureoun. H 
ccs, Anife feed and Licorice of each twoounces, Scabious and Agrimonieof each one handfull . 
flice the roots of the Rubarb,bruife thc Anife feed and Licorice,breake the herbs with your hands 
and put them into a ftone pot called a ftcan,with foure gallons of ftrong ale,to fteep or infufe the 
fpace of three daies,and then drinke this liquor as your ordinary drink for three weeks together at 
the Ieaft,though the longer you take it,fo much thc betterjprouidihg in a readinefle another ft can 
fo preparcd,that you may haue one vnder another, being alwaies carefull to keep a good diet:itcu- 
reth thc dropfie,the yellow jaundice.all manner of itcb,fcabs, breaking outandmanginefleof the 
whole body : it purifieth the bloud from all corruptionjpreuailetb againft the greene ficknes very 
greatly,and all oppilationsor ftoppings, makes yong wenches look faire and cherry-Iikcbringing 
downe their terms a the flopping whereof hath caufed the fame. 
The feed of Baftard Rubarb is. manifeftly aftringent,infomuch that it cures the bloudy fl«,mix- 1 
ed with the feed of SorrelI,and giuen to drink in red wine. 

There haue not bin any other faculties attributed to this plant,cither of the antient or later wri- K 
ters,but generally bfall it hath bin referred to the other Docks or Monks Rubard : of which num- 
ber I aflure my felfe this is the beft.and doth approch neereft vnto the true Rubarb . Many reafons 
induce me fo to th inke and fay } firft, this hath the fliape and proportion of Rubarb,the fame color 
» w itbin anc ' without.without any differencp, they agree as well in tafte as fraell 5 it coloureth 
the fpittlcof a yellow colour when it ischewed,as Rubarb doth $ and laftly,itpufgeth the belly af- 
ter the fame gentle manner as the right Rubarb doth j only herein it differeth,tbat this muft be gi- 
uen in three times the quantitie of the other. Other diftin&ions and d ifferences,with the tempe- 
rature and other circumftances,! leaue to the learned Phyfitions of our London colledge, who are 
* - very wel l able to fearch this matter,as a thing far aboue my reach.being no Graduat, but a Coun^ 
tr yScholler, as thc whole frame of this hiftorie dotb well declare : but 1 hope my good meaning 
will be well taken,confidering I do my beft : and I doubt not but fome of greater learning wilper-

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fe<3 chat which I hauebegun according tomy fmall skill, efpecially the ice being broken to him 
and the wood rough-hewn tohis hand . Notwithftanding I thinke it good to fay thus much more 
in my own defence, That although there be many wants and defects in mee, that were requifite to 
perfor me fuch a worke yet may my long experience by chance happen vpon feme one thing oro- 
ther that may do the Learned good : confidcring what a notable experiment I learned of one hkn& 
Benet a Surgedn of Maid (tone in Kent, (a man as flenderly learned as my felfe) which he praaifcd 
vpon a butchers boy of the faid towne 3 as himfelfe reported vnto me. Hispraftifewas this : Beine 
defired to cure the forefaid Lad of an ague which did grieuoufly vexhimjiee proraifed hirn a me 
dicine ; and for want of one for the prefent(for a fhift,as bimfelfeconfefied vnto rae)he tookeout 
of his garden three or four leaues of this plant of Rubarb,which my felfe had among other fimples 
giuen him,whicb he ftamped and (trained with a draught of ale,and gaue it the lad in the morning 
to drinke : it wrought extreamely downeward and vpward within onehoureafter,and neuerccafed 
vntil night : in the end.t.he ftrcngth of the boy oucrcamethe force of the phyfick,it gaue ouer wor 
king,and the Lad lofthis Ague } finccwhich time(ashefaith)hehath cured with the fame medil 
cine many of the like mafadie , hauing euer great regard to the quantitie, which was the caufeof 
the violent work ing in the firft cure. By reafon of which accident, that thing hath bin reuealed to 
pofteritie,wh ich heretofore was not Co much as dreamed of .Whole blunt attempt may incouraec 
fome (harper Wit and greater Iudgement in the faculties of plants, to feeke farther into their ni 
ture than any of the Antients haue done ; and none fitter than the learned Phyfitions of the Col- 
ledge of London,where are many Angularly well learned and experienced in naturall things. 
L The roots fliced and boi led in thewater oiCarchm bentii&tu, to the confumption of the third 
parr,adding thereto a little hony,and eight or nine fpoonfulls of the decodion thereof dranke be. 
fore the fit , cure the ague in two or three times fo taking it at the moft : vnto robuftious or drone 
bodies twelue fpoonfuls may be giuen. This experiment was pra&ifed by a worflupfull Gentle- 
woman Miftrefle of me Wylbrabamvprn diuers of her poorc neighbours withgood fuccefle.

thy fubftance,but becaufe it carrierh the fame, and maketh it deeply to pierce,and therby to work 
the greater effe & • the dry and thin effence containing in it fel fe a purging force & quality toopen 
obftruciions,but helped and made more facile by the fubtill ar>J'rifousparts.P4»/«0 *£gineta fee- 
meth to be the firft that made triall of the purging facultie of Rubarb j for in his firft book,M/.4* 
he makes mention thereof,wbcre he reckons vp Turpentine among tbofe medicines which make 
the bodies of fuch as are in health foluble : But when we purpofe(faith he) to make the turpentine 
more ftrong.we adjvnto it a little Rubarb. The Arabians that followed him brought it toa farther 
vfe in phylick,as chiefly purging downward choler,and oftentimes flegme. 

The purgation which is made with Rubarb is profitable and fit for all fuch as be troubled with fi 
choler,and for thofe that are ficke of fharpe and tertian feuers,orhaue the yellow jaundice, or bad 
liuers. * ' 

It is a good medicine againft thepIeurifie,inflammationof the lungs,the fqinancy or Squincy, F 
madne(Te,fren(ie,inflammation of the kidnies,bladder, and all the inward parts, and efpecially a- 
gainft S.Atithonies fire,as well outwardly as inwardly taken. 

Rubarb is vndoubtcdly an efpeciall good medicine for the liuer and infirmities of the gall j for G 
befides that it purgeth forth choleiicke and naughty humors, it rcmooueth ftoppings out of the 
conduits. 

It alfo mightily ftrengthneth the intrals themfelues,infomueh that Rubarb is iuftly termed of H 
diuers,theIifeof the liuerrforGii/fWj/^.ir.ofthemethodormannerofcuring^ffirmeth^hatfuch 
kinds of medicines are moft fit and profitable for the liuer,as haue ioyned with a purging and ope- 
ning qualitie an aftringent or binding power. The quantitie that is to be giuen is from one dram 
to two • and the infu fion from one and a halfe to three.

B The juice dmnkeonce in aday faftingwitbany liquorjal^bteie^wiriejdoihcaufc theforefaid 
medicine more fpeedily to worke his effe& in curing this filthy,Iothfome, hcauy,and dull difeale 
which is very troublefome, and of long continuance. The gams are loofed,fwolne,and exulcerate! 
the mouth greeuoufly (linking } the thighes and legs are withall very often fall of blew foots not 
much vnlikethofe that come of bruifes :the face and the reft of the body is oftentimes of a pale 
colour : and the feet are fwolne as in a dropfie.

neffe (as we terme it) much fleepe and reft on fhip-boord,and not looking to iHiakecleane the bif- 
quct from the meaHnefTe, and vncleane keeping their bodies, which; are the caufes of this difeafe 
called the fcuruie or fcyrbyjwhich difeafe doth not onely touch the outer parts, but the inward al- 
io : for the Iiuer oftentimes,but moft commonly the fpleene,is filled with this kinde of tbicke,cold 
and tough juice, and is fwolne by reafon that the fubftance thereof is flacke, fpungie and porous, 
very apttoreceiuefuch kinde of thicke and cold humors. Which thing atfb Hippocrates hath 
written of in the fecondbooke of his Prorrhetikes: their gums (faith he) are infected, and their 
mouthes ftinke that haue great fpleenes or milts: and whofoeuer hauc great milts and vfe not to 
bleed, can hardly be cured of this maladic, efpecially of the vlcersinthelegs,and blacke fpots.

% The Description. 

1 A S the Greeks haue called fome kinds of herbs Serpents tongue, Dogs tongue,and Ox 

tongue ; fo haue they termed a kinde of Plantain drtjoglojfen^hich is as if you fhonld 
fay Lambs tongue,well known toalI,by reafon of the great commodirie and plenty of 
it growing euery where j and therefore it is necdlefle to fpend time about them. The greatnes and 
fafhion of the leaues hath been the caulcof thevarieties and diuerfities of their names. 

2 The fecond is like the firft,and differeth in that,that this Plantaine hath greater but fhortet 
fpikes or knaps • and the leaues areof an hoary or ouerworne green colour : the ftalks are likevvife 
hoary and hairy. 

3 The fraall Plantain hath many tender leaues ribbed like vnto the great Plantain, and is very 
like in each refpe<ft vnto it,fauing that it is altogether lefler.

The floures are many, and grow on fmall branches at the tops of 
the ftalkes like thofe olHtrba Doria, but more like thofe of lacobau^ofa yellow colour, as well the 
middle button, as the fmal! leaues that ftand round about, euery floure hauing commonly eight of 
thofe fmall leaues. Which being paft the button turneth into downe and contained) very fmall 
long feeds which fly away with the wine.

leaues and ftalkes like the precedentjthefe 
ftalkes are fome cubit and halfe or two cu. 
bits high, and towards the toppes they are 
ingtrt with two or three coronets of faire 
purple floures, which are not ftarre-fattiio- 
ned, like thofe of the former,but long and 
hollow,diuidcd as it were into fome fine or 
fix parts or leaues, which towards the bot- 
tome on theinfideare fpotted with dcepe 
purple fpots : thefe floures are without 
fmell, and haue fo many chiues as they 
haue jagges,and thefe chiues compane the 
bead, which is parted into two cells, and 
containes ftore of a fmoothjchaffie^eddifli 
feed.

taine diftances ; from the boComeof the 
leaues

mouth whereof endeth in fiue (harpe corners. The whole floure changeth many times tirs celour 
according to the foile and climate ; now and then purple or blew, fpmetimeswhitifh, and often of 
an alh colour.

It is reported to be good for thofe that are troubled with crampes and 'convulfions . for fuch as 
are burft,or haue fallen from fome high place : for fuch as haue euill liuers and bad ftomackcs.lt is 
put into Counterpoyfons,as into the compofition named Tberiacadimifarett: which ,StmCi\\c^i 
OMyjlerium, a myftery or hid fecret. 

This is of fuch force and vertue, faith Pliny, that it helpeth cattell which are not onely troubled 
with the cough, but are alfo broken winded.

THe ftalks of Sopewort are flipperie, flender,round, jointed,a cubit high or higher : the Ieaues 
are broad,fet with veins very like broad leaued Plantain,yet leffer,ftanding out of euery joint 
by couples for the moft part,and efpecially thofe that are the neereft the roots bowing back- 
ward. The floures in the top of the ftalkes and about the vppermoft joints are many.well fmelling, 
fbmetiraes of a bcautifull red colour like a role j otherwhile of a light purple or white,which grow 
out of long cups confifting of flue Ieaues, in the middle of which are eerraine little threds. The 
roots are tl)icke s long ; creeping aflope,hauing certain firings hanging out of them like the roots of 
blacke Helleborjand if they haue once taken good and fure rooting in any ground, it is impoffibk 
todeftroy them.

The fame bruifed and bound vpon an impoftume in the ioints of the fingers (called among the 
vulgar fort a Fellonor vncome)for the fpace of an houre,taketh away the paine: but(faith the Au- 
thor) it mu ft be firft buried vnder a ftone before it be applied 5 which doth fomewhat difcrcdit the 
medicine, 

The leaues rubbed vpon a tyred lades backe,and a good handfull or two laid vnder the faddle, 
and the fame fetonagaine, wonderfully refrefli the wearied horfe, and caufehimto trauellmuch 
the better. , * / 

It is reported that Dead Arfmart is good againft inflammations and hot fwellings,being appli- 
ed in the beginning : and for greene wounds, ifithe ftamped and boyled with oyle Oliue, wax arid 
Turpentine. *

At rem (that is, the Sonne before the Father) 
becaufe that the cod commeth forth firft, hauing feeds therein, before the floure doth (hewitfelfe 
abroad. % The leaues of this are more foft, large, and hairy than any of the former : they arealfo 
fnipt about the edges, and the floure is large, wherein it diners from the twelfth, hereafter defcri-

The feuenth groweth in Yorkefliire in a place called the Hooke,necre vnto a clofe called a Cow 
pafture, from whence I had thefe plants, which do grow in my Garden very goodly to behold, for 
the decking vp of Houfes and Gardens.

The ninth growes wildein fome places of this Kingdome, but I haue feene it only in Gardens.

and that it muft alfo' Bee wathed , to the end that the vnprofitableand fandie drofie may ilnke 
downe vnto the bpttome,and that which is fmooth and moft perfect be taken and referued. 

The fame Author alfo teacheth , that mixed with honie it taketh away blacke and blew fpots, F 
which Come of ftripes : that it helps the inward ruggednes of the eye-lids,anditchinginthecor- 
ners of the eyes : it remedicth the head-ache, if the temples and forehead be anointed therewirh, 
bei ng mixed with vineger and oile of Rofes : being tempered with wine , it ftaieth the falling off 
of the haire , if the head be wafhed therewith : and mixed with wine and honie, it is a remedie for 
the fwelling of the Vvula,and fwelling ofthe Almonds ofthe throat , for the gums and all vlcers 
ofthe mouth.

Thisurf/ri* Ifay,takeninafmali quantitieaf- 
ter fupper (or rather be fore) inaftewedprune, orinwaterthequantitieof twodrammesinthe 
morning, is a moft foueraigne medicine to comfort the ftomacke , and to cleanfe and driue foorth 
all fuperfluous humours. Some vfetomixe the fame with Cinnamon, Ginger, and Mace , for 
tbepurpofeabouefaidjand for the Iaundies, {pitting ofbloud, andallextraordinarieiffuesof 
bfoud. 

The fame vfed in vlcers, efpecially thofe of the fecret parts or fundament, or made into pouder, 
and ftrawed on frefh wounds, ftaieth the bloud and healeth the fame, as thofe vlcers before fpo- 
kenof. \ 

The fame taken inwardly caufeth the Hemonhoids to bleed, and beeing laid thereon it caufeth { 
them to ccafe bleeding.

Lauander is hot and dry,and that in the third degree,and is of a thin fubftance,confiftingof ma- 
ny aineand fpirituall parts. Therefore it is good robe giuen any way againft the eolddifeafes of 
the head ,and cfpecially thofe which haue their original or beginning not of abundance ofhumors, 
buc chiefely of a cold quality only. 

A H The Venues. 

The diftilled water of Lauander fmelt vnto, or the temples and forehead bathed therewith; is a 
rerrefliing to them that haue the Catalepfy,a light migram,and to themthat haue the falling Tick- 
ne(Te and thatvfe to fwoune much.But when there is abundance of humours, efpecially mixt with 
bloud, it is not then to be vfed fafely , neither is the compofition to be taken which is made of di- 
ftilled winem which fuch kinds of herbes,floures,or feeds, and certain fpices are infufed or ftee- 
ped, though raoft mendoralhly andataduenture giue them without making any difference at a!. 
For by vfing fuch hot things that fill and ftuffe the head, both the difeafe is made greater andthe 
fick man alfobrought intodaunger,efpecialIy when letting of bloud, or purging haue not gon be- 
fore. Thus much by way of admonition, becaufe that euery where fome vnlearned Phyfitiansand 
dmers raft & oucrbold Apothecaries, and other foolifh women, do by and by giue fuch compofi- 
tions,and others of the like kind : not only to thofe that haue the Apoplexy , but alfo to tbofethat 
are taken, orhaue the Catuche or Catalepfis with a Feuer-to whom they can giue nothing worfe, 
^ iceingthofethingsdoverymtichhurt^ndoftentimesbringdeathitfelfe. 

The floures of Lauander picked from the knaps, I mcane the blew part and not the husk^mixed 
with <~innamon,Nutmegs 3 & CIoues,made into pouder } and giuen to drinke in the diftilled water 
thereof,doth helpe the panting and paflion of the heart , preuaileth againft eiddinefle,turning,or 
c fwimming of the brain Cl and members fubiea to the palfie.

The floures ftand on the tops 
ofthe ItalkcSjioyned together in tuf ts,of a yellow colour glittering like goM,ttrforme refembling 
the fcaly floures of Tanfie.or the middle button ofthe floures of Camomilfcwhich being gathered 
before they bcripe or withered, remaine beautifull long time after, as my felfe did fee in the hands

The whole plant and euerie part thereof is of a moft pleafant taft and a- 
romacicall fmcll,and perifheth at the tirft approch of Winter.

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This fame alfo is vnpioperly called HMorajtrum 5 for that may aptly be called BeUehrafirum 
which bath the forme and likenefle of Hcllcbor : and this Oxe-eie is'nothingat ail like to Eilebor. 
For all which caufes it feemeth that none of thefe names agree with this plant, but only the name 
.Bupbtbdmum t mih whofe defcription which is extant in Diojcorides, this plant doth mod aptly 
agree. We take it to be the right OX e-cie j for Oxe-eie bringeth forth flender foft ftalkes,and hath 
leawsofthe likeneffeor fimilitude of Fennell leaues : tbe-fjoure is yellow, bigger than that of 
CammomUljeuen firch an one is this prefent planr,which doth fo exquifitly exprefle that forme or 
likenefle of Fennell leaueSjboth in flenderneifeand manifold jaggedneflfe of the leaues,as no other 
iittlc leafed herbe candoe better ; fb that without all doubt this plant feemeth to be the true and 
light Oxe-eie.

a fyrrup that mu ft be throughly boiled. 

The fame fyrrup cureth the vlcers of the kidnies,though they haue bin of long contjnuance.and G 
uoppeth the bloud that commeth from thence. 

Moreouer,it ftayeth the ouermuch flowing of the monethly ficknelTe.taken conftantly for cer- H 
tain daies together. ' 

It is highly commended for wounds or hurts of all the intrales and inward parts , and for bur- I 
«mgs or ruptures. 

The root ftamped and appiied,taketh away the inflammation of the fundament, and ouermuch K 
flowing of the hemorrhoids.
